LOAN  POLICY 

The  growing  number  of  patrons  and  requests  has 
made  it  necessary  to  set  and  enforce  a  loan  policy  at 
the  Montana  State  Library  for  the  Blind  and  Physically 
Handicapped.  The  loan  period  for  books  to  individuals 
will  be  two  months  and  three  months  for  hospitals, 
nursing  homes,  etc.  Although  the  library  receives 
multiple  copies  of  all  titles,  patrons  often  have  to  wait 
for  several  months  to  receive  a  requested  book.  If  you 
have  books  you  have  finished,  have  decided  not  to 
read,  or  don't  have  time  to  read,  please  return  them  so 
others  may  have  access  to  them.  Books  sent  back  can 
always  be  requested  again.  Remember  returning  a 
book  is  as  easy  as  reversing  the  address  card  and 
handing  it  to  your  mailman.  No  postage  or  packaging 
is  necessary.

MACHINES 

All  cassette  machines  come  with  a  rechargable 
battery  pack  and  It  is  recommended  that  you  DO  NOT 
PLAY  THE  MACHINE  PLUGGED  IN  ALL  THE  TIME.  Play 
it  off  the  battery  until  the  battery  charge  becomes  low 
and  the  machine  slows  down.  Then  plug  the  machine 
in  for  at  least  10  hours.  The  machine  can  be  played 
while  recharging  but  should  be  unplugged  after  10 
hours  and  played  off  the  battery  pack  again. 

When  machine  problems  persist,  it  may  be  that  the 
battery  can  no  longer  hold  a  charge,  or  there  may  be 
some  other  equipment  malfunction.  Sometimes  it's  the 
cassette  tape  that  is  bad,  not  the  machine.  Should  you
